as no one is able to say what Interest 
Mr Miller has taken in the cases.

tional bank of tills city closed its doors. 
ItH liabilities aggregated 1485,000 The 
failure worked a groat hardship to 
many people of moderate means in Du- 
buque, who saw the earnings of years 
swept away 


'IVnn after term the cases against 


President Graves and Cashier Harris 
have been postponed in the United 
States court on one flimsy pretext and 
another, and now O'Connell asks for 
another postponement, stating that he 
acted at the request of Attorney Gen- 
eral Miller

CHICAGO April aT — The Chicago 


Atlu'mmim 
building, 
a seven-story 


stiuuture adjoining the art Institute on 
Vau Huren street, was destroyed by flre 
ycsturday evening 
The loss cannot be 


definitely sailed, but is estimated at 
1150\000 
There were 400 persons in the 


building attending tho law school and 
other classes when a terrific explo- 
sion, follow d by the sound of crashing 
glass and timbers was'heard on the sev- 
enth floor 


The building was shaken to its 


foundations and Ore at once broke out. 
A terrible panic ensued but it is be- 
lieved that all the occupants made their 
escape 
The flames spread rapidly and 


Hoon were blazing fiercely in every 
story 


Wood's hotel, which adjoins the 


Athiiiumim on the west, caught fire at 
one time but the blaze was extin- 
guished with slight loss though the 
guests 
wt'io badly frightened and 


rushed pell mell Into the street 


bi'venil valuable paintings belonging 


to tin Chicago Society of Artists were 
dtmtioycd in the Athcnivum building 
At one time the tire communicated to 
the art institute, but was quickly ex- 
tinguished 
The cause of the explosion 


IB a mystery, but It is believed to have 
boon due to escaping gas 


DOMD-TI1ROWEBS IN ITALY. 


Attempt to Blow Up the Swl«« Consular 


Building In Leghorn. 


LEGHORN, April 20 — A bomb was ex- 


ploded this afternoon at the gate of 
the ofllces of the Swiss consul, J Cor- 
randini 
Mamy persons were in tho 


street at the time of the explosion yet 
nobody saw the bomb placed 
Tho 


gate pests were blown into frag- 
ments and tho windows of the consular 
building were shattered 
The houses 


for 100 yards from the consulate were 
shaken by tho shock and the oooupants 
ran out In a panic 


A crowd of several hundred gathered 


at the scene of the explosion, but were 
driven away by the police who cleared 
the street before the building and still 
guaru the entrance 
The consulate has 


been closed for the day 
A special force 


i if police will be kept on duty before 
the consulate until after May day, at 
Consul Corrandlnl's request

The Btorr of th» Third Party and Judf* 


Qrtsham EmpatioalVy Denied. 


CHICAGO, April 27 —Friends of Judge 


Walter Q Qresham were greatly exer- 
cised, yesterday over the dispatches sent 
out from Indianapolis in which the 
jurist's name WBH used in connection 
with the third people's party's choice 
for tha presidency 
It Is charged that 


these and similar dispatches, whioh 
from time to time have appeared in the 
newspapers throughout the country 
under Indianapolis date-lines, are In- 
stigated by the adherents of President 
Harrison 


That the dispatches sent out from tho 


Hoosier capital Monday night had no 
foundation in fact was proved yester- 
day upon the arrival in Chicago of 
Lawyer T. E Johnson, of Indianapolis. 


"Tho story Is a Ho, pure and simple," 


said Mr Johnson 
"Outside of Indian- 


apolis and among the friends of Judge 
Gresham throughout the country this

OMAHA, Neb , April 27 —On Novem- 


ber 19 Matt Goodwin, a well known 
Insurance adjuster, committed suicide 
at Chicago He had a violent quarrel 
whh his wife, whom he accused of un 
faithfulness, and when she threatened 
to call the police he stabbed himself 
This is the story of Mrs Goodwin 


Goodwin carried life insurance poli- 


cies amounting- to 113,000 
Mi> Good 


win recently brought suit against the 
companies to secure the money Yes- 
terday they made public their reply 
In it they allege that Mrs Ooodwin 
killed her husband that her past repu- 
tation has been bad, that hei first hus- 
band died in Texas under peculiar cir- 
cumstances, and further that Goodwin 
had violated a clause in the policies 
that he should not drink 
The allega- 


tions have created a profound sensa- 
tion 


It Was a Case of Muidsr. 


LANCASTRH, Pa , April 87 —Samuel 


Foltz, whose horribly mutilated body 
was found on the Pennsylvania railroad 
near Conewago, Monday, and who it 
was thought had laid down while in- 
toxicated and had been killed by tho 
cais, was, it is now learned, murdered 
and his body placed on the tracks to 
hide the crime 
A gang of Italian 


workmen are engaged in straightening 
the tiack near Foltz'a home, and two of 
them were badly beaten by Folt/ re- 
cently for making; improper pioposl- 
tions to the latter's daughter 
In pro 


paring the fragments of Foltz's body 
for burial, a knife was found driven 
into his lung 
Folt? was last seen alive 


on Saturday evening when he left his 
home to take a walk, and it is believed 
that the Italians waylaid and rnui dered 
him and then placed the body on the 
track to hide the -rime

put an end to his life by taking a dose 
of morphine Col onei Byrnes made a 
searching investigation into the cause 
of Van Pelt's death and an autopsy re- 
vealed the fact that it was caused by 
congestion of the brain by alcohol 
This is the third death m the insti tu- 
tion

LONDON, April 27 —Lord Salisbury, 


the prime minister, Mr Goschen, the 
chancellor of the exchequer, and Mr 
Balfour, first lord of the treasury, have 
promised to receive, on May 11, an In- 
fluential deputation representing cham- 
bers of commerce and 
agriculture, 


labor societies, manufacturing indus- 
tries, and financial institutions, who 
will urge upon these leaders of the gov- 
ernment the necessity of promoting an 
international 
agreement among the 


chief commercial nations for the un- 
restricted coinage of silver and gold at 
a common ratio 


The deputation will emphasize the 


losses and hindrances to trade caused 
by the existing liability to violent 
fluctuations of value, uncertainties of 
exchange with silver countries, etc 
It will be argued that even if such an 
international agreement Is not imme- 
diately obtainable, the negotiations 
there ancnt may be made of great edu- 
cational value in opening the eyes of 
statesmen and people IAJ the need ol 
some step in that direction.

POTTSVIILK Pa, April 38—The ex- 


citement existing in tho neighborhood 
of the Leslie colliery for several days 
has subsided with the finding of nine 
victims of the disaster, leaving but one 
other body undiscovered 
They were 


re iched about 8 o'clock last night The 
first body discovered was that of John 
H Zcrbey, which was found in the 
noith tunnel 
Sabella, the contractor, 


and two other Italians were found in 
the south tunnel 
The inquest will not 


be held until bome time late in the 
week 
Six of the Italians will be in 


terred in one grave whilst Sabella, the 
boss contractor will be buried by him 
self 


There were twelve men m the mine 


in all 
Two were rescued alive 
Nine 


were found drowned and one body is 
auppo&ed to still be inside

LONDON April 37 —-The influx of for- 


eign anaichists into England continues 
unchecked 
Several of these undesira 


olc immiffrints are reported to the po- 
lice as having arrived from France yes- 
terday 
It is considered likely that 


they were among those who arranged 
Monday's explosion in M Very's cafe, 
and thot they left Pronce to avoid the 
extraordinary 
vigilance which now 


characterizes the police of that coun- 
try in the search for anarchists 
The 


London police are also on the alert and 
are doing all they can to keep watch of 
the dangerous invaders 


Despite the appeals of the press, the 


government has as yet shown no dispo- 
sition to move in the direction of a law 
restricting the immigration of such 
characters, or authorizing the police to 
deal summaiily with them upon ar- 
rival 
Therefore all that the gurdians 


of the peace can do is to spot the sus- 
pects and be ready for wholesale arrests 
In case the necessity for action should 
arise 
A number of police officials from 


the continent are now in tins city con- 
sulting the local officials and getting and 
giving information about the anarchists 
who now occupy the attention of the 
authorities all over Euiope to an alarm 
ing degree 
Some of the London de 


tective force have gone to the provinces 
to watch for the arrival of anarchists 
at the various ports and notify the 
home officials to look out for the new 
comcis

auditor be was out of the race, rnn oot 
nnd the change of front can in no sense 


o regarded, so near tbe convention, as u 
response to any desire that Mr. Hertz 
shall be on tbe ticket. He has simply 
grasped at a straw, nnd it will fail him if 
lie claims tbe nomination on tbe grounds 
of nationality. The question of hioqual 
lUoution nnd location may give him the 
nomination, but be will nevsr get it on 
nationality alone, The people are tired 
of supporting men only because they rep 
resent a nationality or votes. We as i 
people ore rapidly learning that we are 
all Americana alike, no matter from what 
fatherland we may have bad an origin 
nnd tbe fact tbat we were born on Amer 
iaan or German or Irish coil is becoming 
ISBH and less a quliflcntion for otuco 
Coroner Hertz should learn tbis lesson 
and be a candidate for an ollloe as an 
American and urge a logical reason why 
he should be nominated—a thing he ha 
so fur laded to do.
